LoNDOM, March 7. — lu the houso of 
commons Gladstone said tluit tho gov- 
eruineut de.sircd to iutroduuG an Irish 
land hill at tho oarlicst [los.siljlc qppor- 
Luaily. It was also said that tliu gov- 
nmiiient ney^er instructed Wood to ask 
the Doers for an armistice, but it fully 
approved of it. Dodsoii, jire.sident of a 
local government board, said that there 
were no trichinosis in l^ngland. He 
hojuid that there wa.s no real cause for 
alarm, but in view of tho action of for- 
eign governments a circular addressed 
to local sanitary authorities has been 
printed enjoining medical ofHcera and 
boards of health to carry out the pro- 
visions of tho law authorizing examina- 
tion of all pork ex])osed for sale. 

Tho house in cornniittee to-night on 
the ai-ius bill adopted clause two after 
rijectiyu of several amondinpntg pro- 
posed by honie rulers. During the dis 
cussion of clause three O'Donnell 
was .suspended for disregarding tho rul- 
ing of tlie cLair, after a scene' in which- 
the ehainnau's right (o name a mem- 
ber was challenged by the home rulers. 
In the end the .speaker had to bo sent 
for lo enforcb O'Donnell's suspension. 
Chiusesthreoand four wer&then adopted. 

A letter from Patrick J. Smith, home 
rule member of parliament forTipper- 
ary, was read at a land league meeting 
Sunday. In answer to an invitation to 
ilie land league meeting Smith .said that 
ih« jjolicj pfjjhe land leaguers is stupid 
aiid.-irdiiical?'* It has sacriliced a just 
cause and a dishonored country.

J see Irish women, forgetful of tho 
modesty becoming their sex, turning 
etunip orators, aitd when I read of im- 
becile counsels ])roinulgated one day 
from public platforms and withdrawn 
the next, I hang my head for shame as 
tin Irishman. 

London, Match 7v, — Forster has 
started from Dublin for London. 
About forty warrants were issued 
before his departure. I'hc government 
is still undecided as to wliat course it 
will take with regard to Dillon. 

BoME, March, 7. — Forcy persons 
died -of the plague in Kerbelii and 
Mdjefi' aad^Djagra.gin tho province of 
Tragdftd. Precautions havcbeen taken 
to localize the epidemic. 

London, March 7. — A pigeon shoot- 
ing match has been arranged for the 
17 th insi between Dr. Carver and a 
member of tho gun club, Avho will 
shoot under the assumed name of Ro- 
ver. 

Dublin, March 3. — W. J. Iveogh, 
of Kanakli.sli county, r,iiMorifk, was 
arrested at his residence to-duy (5n a 
charge of intiniidaiion.

Naelks,. March T.-jAnothor shock 
of earthquake was felt* at Casaniaciola 



to-day. Eleven more bodies have been 
found. Tho latest reports show that 
126 people were killed and 171) injured 
by tho former earthquake. 

Many deeds of heroism wore \nii- 
formed by tho military. A Neapolitan 
sergeant plunged among the ruins of a 
fallen house and rescued a woman 
with her babo. A corporal saved a 
blind man who, unconscious of his 
danger, struggled with his rescuer. 
Harrowing scenes were jiresented at 
the mortuary cliamlier — ■ niother.s, 
wives and children striving to snatcli 
the dead from the biers on which sol- 
diers were carrying them away. Sol- 
diers, police and doctors were immedia- 
tely dispatcTied from Naples. Shortly 
before the first shock tho mineral 
springs were observed to l.>o in a state 
of ebullition. ■* • 

London, Jlarch 7. — Pore Hyacin- 
the's first service at his now church 
was attendetl by a large and rather tur- 
bulent congregation. 

A series of tho iHOSttej-ribloship[)ing 
disasters occurred in the Aberdeonsiiire 
coast Saturday morning when no less 
than nine vessels wcro wrecked anil 100 
lives lost. One vessel was the Liverpool 
ship, Ben Khydding, from Calcutta. 
All the crew 30 in number, perished 
within sight cf land, tho Kocket 
apparatus being unable to reach th 
vessel. The scene after tho Rhydding 
struck w.as heart rentling. Some of 
tho crew were seen clinging to the 
rigging, while others wore hanging 
from it when the nnista gave way. 
Twelve men went down with tho main 
mast and four with tiio fore mast. No 
such storm is remembered within a 
century. It raged in Scotland from 
Thui'sday to Saturday. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New Yorm, 3raroh 9. — A monster 
demonstration. of the Irish-American 

land and indu.strial league took place 
to-night at oho Brooklyn academy 
of music. The following circnlar was 
distributed among tho people the pro- 
ceedings opened: 

"Spread the light. What is good 
for Ireland is good for America. Rent 
is robbery. Landlordism is despotism. 
Down with both of them. Just rent 
must not amount to more than taxes 
and repairs will cost." 

Mayor Howell ])resided, and among 
those present were Judges CHlbert and 
Pratt, three congressmen and several 
Protestant and Catholic clergymen, be 
sides aldermen and others. 

A series of resolutions were ado{)ted 
condemning the action of the British 
government and parliament towards 
tlio peo])le of Ireland, anil e.x|)ressing 
sympathy with Parnell and Davitt. 
They also expressed the wish that the 
Boers in Africa would be victorious 
over the British troops. Letters fi'om 
Wendell Phillips, ex-Govs. Seymour 
and Tilden, and Gen.s. Hancock and 
McClennan and many other prominent 
men were read, approving tho objects 
of the meeting and regretting inability 
to be present, An address on the con- 
dition of affairs in Ireland was then 
delivered by Rey. A. M. tJallagher, 
])astor of Hanson i)l,aee Baptist church, 
I^>rooklvn, Chas. W. Brook and John 
Boyle O'Reilly. 

After tho meeting of the following 
niossage was sent to Charles Stewart 
Parnell: "Six thou.sand people as- 
sembled in Brooklyn say to you, 'Never 
surrender.' Mayor Howf.ll." 

Omaha, March 7. — Snow began fall- 
ing again early this morning and lia.s 
continued all day without cessation. 
Four inches have fallen during tho day. 
All railroad trains have arrived and 
departed on time. Weather calm and 
warm. 

Cincinnati, March 7. — Ed. Young, 

son of a prominent attorney of George- 
town, <Jhio, shot and killed Geo. A.sh 
more about 10 u clouk Saturday niglit, 
and seriously if not fatally wounded 
James Ash more and Clinton Campbell. 
Young and Jas. Ashmore had previoun- 
ly had sevoral quarrels. The two Ash- 
mores and Campbell, were drunk and 
enforced the quarrel. 

Nkw YoiiK, March 5. — A terriljlu 
marine catastro[)he has takon place oil" 
Coney Ishuul. Thu Italian bark Ajac, 
in ballast from Antwarp to New York 
with a partial cargo of kerosena bar- 
rels, became water logged of liocka- 
way beach. The crew numbered (if toon 
men, including the captain. Heavy 
seas broke over the vessel, washing tho 
men one by one from the wreck. Four 
of tho men in despair, against the ear- 
nest expostulations of theca[)tain, com- 
mitted suicide by cutting their own 
throats, luid their bodies were washed 
overboard. The remainder of the crew 
with the exception of one man who 
alone remains to tell their dreadful 
fate, becoming gradually exhausted 
was washed overboard and losL. Tiie 
wriick gradually broke up, and tho 
poop deck, cabin and ono mast wore 
first seen off Manhattan beach at the 
distance of two and a half miles. The 
life station crew went to tho wreck 
and rescued the only survivor. 

Annie Crawford, the child so cruelly 
treated by her father and] stepmbther 
on suspicion that she had stolen some 
household articles, and twice 'set the 
residence on fire, continued to-day, in 
the Supreme Court, the story of her 
sufforing.s. She said tho first fire 06- 
ciin'od Now Year's day. She had 
nothing to do with it,being in tiie parlor 
with Charley Freeman. Tho second 
fire 'occurred' Jan 18th. The witness 



was in her motlier's room with her 
mother and iMr.s. Smith. She had 
notliing to do\Vith tlie fire. She was tak- 
ing to a station Itouse twice, onco be- 
fore and once after tho fire. Tho 
uight before Ciiristmas a piece of cord 
was tied around her arms. After tho 
second firo her arms were bound, anil 
she was tied to tho knob of tho parlor 
door. For one week after that her 
hands, day and night, were strapped to 
her side. Her father brouglu home a 
chain which was placed around hor 
waist and attaclieil to the wail in the 
dining i-oom. She was- lo().sened at 
night, but tho chain was not taken utl". 

,,gQUTH AFRICA, ■ ' 
Di'iiBAN, March 8. — Gen. Wood .in- 
formed the Boers that if peace was not 
concluded, he would assault Laiiigsnek 
immediatoly wlniii the armistice is 
ended. Gen. Wood says that he in- 
ferred from the;.toue of ther-Boers that 
they were desiroiis of pbaco. ' 

NiiwcAsTLK, March 7. — Gen. Sir 
Lvrlyii Wood went to iVIount Prospect 
to day and subaoijuontly had an inter- 
view with J oubert,which resulted in an 
armistic to tho 14th. Rumors of peace 
are brought to camp, but I learn it is 
improbable unless wo agree to all tho 
Boors terms. These are, that as form- 
erly the state.s were, coniplctu independ- 
ence of Transvaal; in fact, all they rose 
to obtain, and anmosty to all their 
leaders. By tho armistic permission is 
granted to send prbyisions for eight 
days to the beleagured garrisons. On 
the arrival of tho provisions at the 
gun i.son tho I)lockading and besieged 
parties are to suspend hoslilliifjs fur o 
days. Tho wounded in the garrison 
will be taken to Natal. Jouhcrt un- 
dertakes to p.'isH pi'ovi.sidus for the iio- 
Icagured garrison through the lloer 
lines. 

Havana, March 8. — Simon Camer- 
on with friend celebrated liisS2d birth- 
day here to-day. Captain General 
IManco extended iiim tho freedom of 
the island. Cameron visited iMoro 
Castle this morning and received many 
of his countrymen in the afternoon. 
His friends gave a dinner in his honor 
this evening. Cameron made a speech 
n;viewiiig tliti iin])Oi'laiit events in his 
life. During tho banijuet he was pre- 
sented with a ring as a \iiemorial. 
Later in the evening Cameron attended 
tho opera by ihvitatiou of the captain 
general. Cameron is making a study 
of the tobacco growing .system. Ho 
will sail for lionie Saturday next. 

UcitiiAN, iMarcli 7. — Dr. Larber and 
Dr. l-'yas, while being escorted from 
Transvaal to the Orange free state, 
were fired on by Boor escorts after 
they reacheJ tho free state. Dr. Bar- 
ber was killed and Dr. Dyas wounded. 
The afi'air was similar to the murder of 
Capt. Elli(;tt. The younger borghcrs 
of the Orange free state have become 
increasingly hostile, and are reported to 
be loading waggous on the way to Na- 
tal. 



CALIFOHNIA. 
San FiiANCisco, March 7. — In the 
Kalloch trial this afternoon witness 
Fairy was arrested on a charge of per- 
jury. E. T. McLean, the witness who 
last week reported he had been tam- 
pered with, makes afiidavit that ho had 
been offered a hrihe to tfstify that lie 
heard six sbot.s. i /'i.strict-Attorney 
Smoot asked that Chas. Davis, Isaac 
Baggs and Mr. Howe, parties named 
in the aflidavit, be arrested and brought 
beforo the Court for hearing. The 
judge took' tho matter under advise- 
ment. 

INDIA. 

Candaiiaii, JIarch 7.- -Preparations 
for the evacuation by the British are 
proceeding. Alnlurhaman Khan is mak- 
ing ])rojiaraLion.'; '.vhich si'fin to indi- 
cate his intention of trying to occupy 
Candahar after tho British have left. 
The do|)arture of the British will pro- 
bably be the signal for a sanguinary 
struggle between Ayouli Khan and 
Abdurhanmn Khan. 

Calcutta, ^ilarch. 7. — Jiy tho 18th 
inst. Jainrud will be thu last advanced 
British outpost towards IChyher pass 
on tho Kuram frontier. Tj^e hill garris 
on has been reduced to a mere outpost 
of GO miles. The Kurain fluid force 
has been removed toJogh. This scien- 
tific frontier, which cost so much to 
gain, will, in a few days, so far as 
nortliern Afghanistan is concerned, bo 
a thing of tho past. It is all but the 
universal opinion of the Indian public 
and the press that the government will 
have bitter cause to regret its hasty 
retreat. 

Calcutta, iMarch 7.— The following 
iiro additional details of the earthquake 
at Cascamaciota, island of Lsclia : The 
first shock occurred 1.30 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, and tlw>second an hour later. 
The wholo upper part of the town was 
destroyed. Details confirm tho dam- 
age of property, loss of life, and injury 
to people previously mentioned. Syn- 
dic and sub-perfect arc directing oper- 
ations for recovery of bodies of victims.

GRESSIOy. 

TheHouse aiul galloricsmust have lis- 
tened to tho Ba'Jj;ot speecli j'edtordav 
with feelings of consternation. No 
one imagined that, the revenui;' had 
thriven under the present management. 
All were prepared in January by the 
public accounts to learn that there was 
another, deficit of from $50,000 to $G0,- 
000. For six or seven weeks it had 
been an open secict that the Houso 
would bo asked to provide moans to 
bridge over a wide gap between reve- 
nue and ox-penditure; and, as wo have 
said, no surprise was expressed when 
the announcement was made that a 
deficiency of $54,000 would have to bo 
met by tho issue of debentures which 
would be subject to redemption when 
the Imperial subsidy for the doi-k shall 
come to be p.iid. It was not the an- 
nouncement of a deficit, tliereforo, that 
caused a feeling of consternation as die 
finance minister unfolded his Budget. 
What everybody had known for a 
month and a-half everyone was prepar- 
ed to be' told yesterday. But it was 
the niohuicholy reflection which ran 
all through the speech that the prov- 
ince, after having enjoyed responsible 
instttuuons for a period of eleven 
years, had come to a full stop. Worse 
than that; the speech shoA-ed that the 
province had retrograded. Every com- 
parison instituted, every example pro- 
duced, belonged to tho year 1S73. If 
' a comparison of revenue was required 
it was found in the Budget of 1873. If 
a parallel of e.Kpenditure was needed 
1873 was the year to which rofereiico 
was made. If a contrast; of tlie mon- 
ies to beapent on education, roads, streets 
and bridges, etc., in 1881, was asked 
it was found in the year of our Lord 
1873. Beyond that "epoch" the finance 
minister appears to be unable to ad. 
vance. 

He congratulated the Houso that the 
revenue and expend itnro nf IfiSl nlmnr. 
tallied with the revenue of 1873; but 
he; conveniently forgot to add that 
while in 1873 the province had §100,- 
000 standing to her credit at her bank- 
ers in 1881 she owes nearly $800,000. 
Ho failed to tell the House that where 
• in 1873 tlicro stood to the country's 
credit at Ottawa the handsome sum of 
$1,000,000 there reraaina now onlv 
§500,000. Ho failed to say that from 
1873 to 1876 tlie subsidy derived from 
the Dominion was reduced by 321,000 
per annum by tho stopjiage of interest 
on overdrafts. In a spirit of what 
he hoped would be accejited as a frank 
avowal he confessed that tho first Wal- 
KEM' government had spent large sums 
annually in excess of the revenue ; but 
he added, " our predecessors spent 
many thousand dollars more than we 
did." He |jroduced figures to prove 
that in 1876 and 1877 the e.\pencIituro 
of the EuiOTT government largely ex 
ceeded the revenue; but moral obliqui- 
ty prevented Mr. Beaven from frankly 
avowing that the over-expenditure of 
the Elliott government was caused 
by" financial obligations incurred by the 
Walkem government which fell due 
after the latter left office. This is a 
fact notorious. There exists, in the 
Sessional Papers of 1876 tho author- 
ized official financial statement of ^Ir. 
T. B. HuMPnnEYS, now ISh: Beaven's 
colleague in the ministry, but then 
finance minister of tho Elliott admin- 
iatration, .which shows that tho Wal- 
KEU.gorernment left ofilce with $517,- 
000 unpaid. Is it fair, is it honorable, 
foc'Mr. .Beaven to include that large 
sum as an over-e.^pendituro by Mr. 
Elliott 1 Would he not have stood 
higher in publ^^ estimation if he had 
stat^d'all* the truth instead of suppress- 
ing -one-half ? Fairly weighed, what 
does the felicitation of the finance min- 
ister mean? Simply this: he congra- 
tulates the country upon not having 
advanced a single step since 1873 ; that 
while all the world has progressed 
British Columbia stands exactly where 
Bhe;did' eight years ago, plus, of course, 
the heavy deljt that she owes? In 
1873 the Dominion rev(^nue was .S18,- 
000,000 and its expenditure $17,000,- 
000. In 1881 her receipts will aggre- 
fC'itQ $24,000,000 and her expendiuire 
?23,000,000. What, would have been 
thought or said of Sir Leonard Tilley 
if when delivering his late Budget, 
speech he had rubbed his hands glee 
fully together and thanked Providence 
and the National Policy that things 
were no worse than they were in 
1873 ? Ho would have been regarded 
as an imbecile — a poor mixer and 
muddler of finance, and the Rip Van 
Winkle of politics. Yet that is pro- 
ciaely what Mr. Beave.v did yesterday. 
He congratulated the country upon the 
fact that under liis financial manage- 
ment it had gone back to its 
condition in 18731 That the 
province has retrograded under the 
rule of Walkem & Co. is no longer a 
secret. The finance minister has let 
the cat out of the bag. Wo are truly 
thankful that it has not gone further 
back than eight years, and .sincerelv 
hope that; its rearward movement will 
be arrested at 1873. If the Elliott 
gevernment had not existed — if the 
■WAtEBSi tJgovernment bad continued 
uninterruptedly in power from' 1873 to 
l.881« where would the "march to rear" 
have made a halt? At tho good old 
days of treacle and molasses and "pro 
pelhm etjiutemf' ' 



of $5000 in the School Tax alone; ad- 
ding in the same breath that he antici 
pates an influx of 5000 Chinese immi- 
grants during the year. At $3.- per 
pigtail 5000 Chinese' would yield $15,- 
000. Is it any wonder that Mr. Fer- 
ousoy wants an investigation ? Wo 
have said that the government have in- 
originated nothing. Stay!' wo do them 
an injustice. They have invented a 
name for tho School Tax. They call it 
the Provinoial Rovouue Tax. A rose 
by any other name would smell as 
sweet. The Chinese are said to have 
made no progress in 1000 years; but 
they have not gone back. Tho Walkem 
government could not stand still, there- 
fore thoy retrogressed.

Tho Directors in making their Annual Report have to inform thu Siib.scribors 
that during tho past ye.ar thoy havo succeeded in purch.nsing a plot of land of 5 acres 
immodiatoly adjoining tho Hospital, for tho ptirpoaoof erecting an Asylum for Coii- 
valeHcoiits in connection with tho Ho.spital. 'L'ho Oovcniniout have voted a sum of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildings; but before the works coult? bo 
commenced the Government required the land to bo conveyed to the Crown, wliich 
has been done. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, see this most neco.isary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tlio Province completed. 

The Directors regret that tho Hguae of Assembly have passed ;>. i-oaolutiuii coin- 
olotely reversing tho policy undor which tho Hospital lias been for so nsany yearH 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho Government havo been content with bav- 
in^ two Diructors on tiie Board, and as a rule theao Government Directors have boon 
active and useful niombors, and havo fully answered tho purposes for which thoy were 
placed on the Board. 

Tho other Directors arc the nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interosts of those for whom a hoapital i.s supported. The 
attention noceasary to details takoo up a threat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo criually as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tiio inevitable result will be a recurronco 
to' the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will liarcUy bn oxtended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express thoir thanks to Mosst's. Duusiuuir and tho 
Vanopuvor Coal Company for donations of coal and to various chiiritablo sociotios and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the support of the institution, 

The affairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo aeon by 
the amount nf sufferings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho e.\peiiditurc. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that tho change introduced by tlio 
Goyernment will prevent them again offering their services, and from tho applications 
\7hich havo been received for a return of aubsoriptions find. the opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that tho closing of one of the most useful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

Thoro yot remains to bo oonsiderod the question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pro- 
sent changes will afloctit. On this subject, the Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to iny professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered mo any asaistanco I was in need of; and I would wish ,to draw the 
attention of tho Board of Directors to the admirable manner iif which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr._ Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of tlio Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with the diBoiplino 
necessary in a public institution.

When would thogov- 
erimient be ready to bring them down? 
Tlio sosaion was ■ drawing to a close and 
tho matter should be placed on a satisfac- 
tory footing. It had boon stated tlial the 
(jUL'Htion was so grave tliat tho matter 
could not even be discu.ssed in thisHoa.se 
without imperiling provincial interests. 

Hon. Mr. Wiilkoni. — I have no further 
information to give the hon. gentleman. 

. " SUPPLY. 

On a motioii to go into Committoo <if 
Supply, 

Hon. Mr. Beavon introduced tho bud- 
got. Ho complained that by the terms 
on which this pvoviiico was admitted to 
the Dominion the funds derived from 
tho indirect taxation wont to tho Do- 
minion %vnilo tho product of direct taxtt 
tion only was reserved for the use of tho 
province. Under tho system tho Cliineso 
and Indians escaped direct taxation while 
the Dominion reaped largo results from 
the dutiable goods consinned by the two 
olaaaes. Tho Chineso evade tho pay- 
ment of taxes and they cannot assimilate 
with tlio white race — cannot' booome ben- 
eficial citizens. Tho Chinese laborers 
were in tho position of slaves and if tho 
province coiilil tleviso a method for mak- 
ing the Indians and Chinese contribute to- 
wards tlie revenue in proportion with tho 
white population tho problem of sustaining 
tho provincial gnvornniont by direct taxa- 
tion would bo solved. The Dominion 
government failed toVecegnizo tho impor- 
tance of this matter and did not .sympa- 
thize with tho province in the dittioulty 
they encountered in dealing with the Chi- 
neso. It took a larg^'atafF to' collect tlio 
meagre provincial revenue than was ro- 
(piired by tho Dominion government to 
collect §500,000 or Sr.OO.OOO in indirect 
taxes which it drew annually 
from the province. The annual [iro- 
vincial revenue lias seldom exceed- 
ed §4,000,000. Tho minister pro- 
ceeded to sketch the financial condition 
of the country since confodcr-ation and 
said that the practice of tho Elliott and 
NValkem f;ovcriimont3 had boon - to spend 
moro money than thoy received. In IST-t 
tho excess was .§250,000; in 1875 it was 
§203,000; in 1870 the Elliott government 
expended g301,000 moro than they re- 
ceived. In 1877 tbo excess over revenue 
was §270,000 ; in tho first six months 
of J 878 tho eirpendituro of the Elliott gov- 
ernment was .50-1,000 over roveiiuu. Thu 
Walkein government in two years spent 
an oxce88.g|,S513.,00Q and tho Elliott gov- 
ernment in 2i" years spent an excess of 
about §000,000. Tho present government 
took office under very unfavorable tin.an- 
cial circumstances. In 1870 the Elliott 
government was authorized to float a loan 
which they succeeded in doing. NV'hcn 
this government took oflico a considera- 
ble sum in bonds tliat should have been 
redeemed was still outstanding and many 
ofHcial salaries were in arrears. The gov- 
ernment had been authorized to issue 
bondsjo meet present demands, and the 
government had been enabled to expend 
in public works in tho last year a sum 
very nearly as largo as that spent in 1873 ; 
they had been able to pay-arrears of sal- 
aries and had mot annually a heavy 
charge for interest and sinking fuiul. 
In tho last 2A years tho revenue had ex- 
ceeded the expenditure by about §400— a 
very gratifying circumstance."' He- cfui- 
gratulated tho House on the progress of 
the drydock and on the commonceinont of 
railway work, although tho latter >vas not 
being carried on in accordance with tho 
Terms of Union. The failure of tho Do- 

■■■minion^government to begin tho Jsland 
milway^ivflsa.dark.spot and was tho only 
portion- of the policy -of r^this government 
when it took ofBco that had not been ful- 
filled. He next referred to, tlio new and 
improved system of keeping tho public 
accounts, which sliowed that there was 
still a dideronco between the Dominion 
and the Province with roforencc to deben- 
tures issued by tliu Province before Con- 
federation. 'J'ho balance shoot which he 
held in his hand was, he said, tho first 
th.at had been issued in tho Province. 
WithiK-'gard to the sum of .'?500,0()0 due 
from the Dominion government, which 
appeared on the credit side of tho balance 
shoot, ho explained that he had carried it 

■ there bocauBO he observed that the Dom- 
inion government had charged themsolvcs 
with tho amount in their statoment of 



public accounts. He next explained the 
position of the Province in detail and 
labored to make out that what appeared 
asii dolicioncy in tho accounts was in 
re.ility a surplus. Ho felt that he Icould 
eongratulato the country on its finimcliil 
state, referred to tho increased sum do- 
voted to ediicatiuii. and asked how any 
hon. gentlomaii could assort that tliia gov- 
ernment had neglected the educational 
interests of the provinco ! Tho funded 
debt of tho province when tho present 
government resuined.oflice was §838,000. 
The late government had exceeded tho 
roveiiuo by 8U8-1,000 to pay wliicli a loan 
of §(180,000 bad been obtained. 

ilr. Mara — \cs, to pay olf tho former 
finance minister's liabilities. (Hear, hear.) 

JMr. ileaveii — The luembors opposite 
had always misunderstood tho matter. 
Tho Elliott government had incurred that 
debt, and there were no public worlds to 
show for it. Two years and a half of mia- 
govcrnnient had [liled up a debt of SGSii,- 
000, and §100,000 had boon lost in edbcc- 
iiig the loan. The linaiice minister thou 
reviewed tho several items of estimated 
expenditure for the ensuing year and con- 
sidered that the showing was as good a one 
as could be expected. It was proposed to 
ch.ango tlio sohotd tax to provincial rev- 
enue tax, but that the acliool tax would 
remain for this year as arrangements had 
boon inado for collecting it. Five thou.-i- 
aiul dollars additional was expected from 
this source. 

In reply to Mr. Sioitho the finance min- 
ister stilted that it was not proposed to 
make the tax more than it is at present, 
but that it would 1)0 moro ollicieiitly col- 
lected among the Cliinamen tind that there 
were 5000 moro of them coining out to 
work on tho railroad. After reviewing 
the soverid heads of expondituro he ro- 
fened to the $54,000 of estimated ox- 
pi'uditure over estimated revenue and 
auid that the govornmeilt propusetl to 
raise tliat iuauiiiit by the issuing of de- 
bentures fur graving dock ])urp(iHes. Tho 
House was aware that .§250,000, the Im- 
perial grant, would not bo jiaid till after 
tho completion of the work. The caisson, 
or gateway, of tho dock would soon have 
to bo purchased at a cost probably of 
§50,000. Iuste;id, therefore, of paying 
for it out of urdinary revenue uf the pro- 
vince there would only bo the iuteri'.st to 
meet. jMaiiy of tho items in the estimates 
were siniilar to those of lastyear. In some 
instances a slight increase occurred, as at 
Yale, Nanaimo and Llllooot. Tho woolen 
mill bonus of §5000 was also additional. 
He was glad to be able to congratulate tho 
House and tho country on the sati.sfacti ly 
statement ho had been enabled to make. 

Mr. Wilson asked tho financo mini.ster 
jiow liie oiaiuis of liio \ lOtoriii creditors 
of Messrs. Koed Brothers were to bo met. 
Tho item was not on the estimates. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven — If they wore to lie 
provided for at all it would be in 3upi)le- 
moiitary estimates. 

Mr. Smitlie suggested that furtlicr con- 
sideration bo jiostponed till Friday. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom did not consider tho 
request of tho hon. the loader of the op- 
position at all unreasonable. Tiie House 
might go into committee of tho whole, pass 
one item and then rise and report. 

Hon. Tilr. Boaven thought thero was a 
disposition on the part of hoii. nieinl)or.s 
to proceed with tho estimates iii commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Mara considered it an unusual 
course for the estimates to bo laid before 
the House one day and then go on with 
tliom tho next. It would not bo right. 
Ono item could be passed and then tho 
committee should adjourn. Some mem- 
bers seemed disposed to go on with them 
blindly. 

Tho House then went into commit teo 
of tho whole on ways and moans, Mr. 
Galbraith in the chair. 

An item asking for §15,500 for tho use 
fif lier Majesty to defray the expeiuio of 
interest to Juno, 1882, was then jiassed, 
and tho committee rose, reported and 
asked leave to sit again on Friday. 
I'ltivii.Riii;. 

JMr. W ilson i-ii-so to a i|Uestinn "f iiri\i- 
logo. Ho had noticed a reiioit in the 
Standiird newspaper of Wednesday morn 
ing of tho Schools Coniniittoo, said report 
not having been submitted to the House. 
This was a most reprehensible thing to 
do. Ho found one instance in " May," 
where a reporter was ]>ut on the floor of 
the Housa and committed for an oflbnco 
of that kind. (Hear, hoar.) 

j\[r. AbrauiH was sur[)rised to see tho 
re^iort referred to. 'I'lie cliairuian, Mr. 
Druinmond, had showed him a report, 
with which he did not agree. Ho cer- 
tainly did not give tlie ro])ortor any infor- 
mation respecting it. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Druinmond said ho was not put in 
tho chair of that conimittoo«; nor had a 
mooting heeii held. (Laughter.) Ho 
had drawn out a report, and sumo of tho 
members agreed with it and somodlU'ered 
with it. lie had bad a hard time of it in 
trying to got a meeting so as to frame a 
report. (lioud laughter.) Had shown 
his report to his friend on his left (Mr. 
Wilson) ,as ho was a trustee of the schools 
who agreed with him that it was a good 
one. (Laughter.) Mr. McGillivray ac- 
corded with it in ]iart. Tlio report had 
been picked up by tho reporter frmu lii:i 
(Mr. D.'.'i) ideas. (Great laughter.) He 
was not responsible for any report. Tho 
ono in queslion did not accord With Mr. 
Abrams views because ho wanted to do 
away with the high school. (Called to 
order by the Speaker and laughter.) .'\s 
there was no chairman he had not report- 
ed anything, but ho had it on his desk, 
(Laughter.) 

iMr. i\lcGillivray stated that llu; portieui 
of tho report which ho disapproved of ap- 
peared in the paper and that part that he 
approved of Was not in, 

Mr. Speaker observed that committee 
work was strictly private till a report had 
boon handed in. (Hear.) 

Mr. Abrams said that the liguies and 
tho wording of tho paragraph in' tho 
Standard wore identical with the report 
that he had read. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Mara thought the matter a very 
serious ono. A report not prcseiited-liad 
been pulilished. Each member of tho 
eominittee ought to stand up in his place 
and state whether or not ho had given tho 
_roporfc in question. (Hear, hear.) ' 

Mr. Drummond — If what had boon 
published had boon picked up by tho re- 
porter ho could not help it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smitho also thought it a very seri- 
ous matter. Every member should riso 
and state what he knew about it (Hear, 
hear.) And then Mr. Speaker should call 
the reporter to tho bi«r. ,o£vthe House and 
make him say where ho had obtained tho 
report. (Hear, hear.) All matters in 
committee should bo strictly privatii ;ind 
no member .slioidd divulgo anything what- 
ever that transpired. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Drummond — There is no commit- 
tee and no report. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smithc— It was a most extraordi- 
nary thing; tho honorable gentleman s.ays 
there is no committeo and no report. Yet 
here he found it in the paper. Tiie mat- 
ter ought to bo cleared up by citing the 
reporter to the barof tho'Hbiiao. " (Hear, 
hear.) , , j 

Mr. Cowan was a member of -that' com- 
mittee but bo had never heiirid' 'of fi'moet- 
ing, (Hear, hear.) 



IMr. Smitho again called on Mr. 
Speaker to bring the reporter before the 
House. 

Mr. Druniniond did not see that there 
was any great hardship in the matter. 
Was a man to bo hung for a thing of that 

sort? (Uproarious laughter.) 

Mr. Galbraith thought tho matter 
ought to bo dropped. (Cries of no, no.) 
Ho was willing to admit that it had been 
exceedingly irregular, but considered that 
his honorable friend had been badly treat- 
ed by the other membora -of tho com- 
mitteo. ' ' ' , ' ~ 

Mr. Abrams stated that Mr. Drummond 
had never called the committee together. 
Had never tried to get a meeting. 

Mr. Wilson disclaimed having given 
any information. The report inentiond 
that certain recommondations were to bo 
made. Somebody must have communi- 
cated thoui to tho reporter tlirough a 
keyhole or soniothing of the sort. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Druinmond said that if anybody 
had given information it must have been 
Mr. Wilson as bo bad read the report in 
tho library of tho House. ( Great 
laughter.) 

Mr. Speaker deprecated the conduct of 

tho honorable gentleman. He should 
have Iniowu better. * 

Mr. Druminniid kiieu as n-iUch abuut 
those thing;; as Mr. Spi'aker. (LiuJ 
laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that every 
member of the House iiad a right to go in 
or out of a committeo room, but nothing 
should bo divulged. Ah no ineotiiig had 
been called there w:is iio renort and what 
tho honorable moiiiber for N'ictoria city 
had on his desk therefore w ;is so niiicli 
waste paper. Year after year tho .same 
thing bad occurred. It was u most in- 
iquitous thing to communicate anything 
of the sort to a newspaper reporter, and_ 
it was quite proper that the matter should 
bo brought up in tho I louse. 

The questimi was then dropjjod. 
QiJK.SNi:i,LK Rivi'.R raivii.nnn uii.i.. 

Mr. Ferguson moved the second ri'ad- 
ing and explained tho object of tho bill. 
For the last 20 years mining moro or less 
has been going on. At present im min- 
ing is going on with the exception of two 
or three companies of Chinauion. This 
is ono of the largest mining operations yet 
undertaken in tho [irovinco. All i>recau- 
tioii had been taken to protei't public and 
private rights. It was absolutely neces- 
sary that all tho river should bo taken* up 
or but little mining could be done. Ho 
novor «as connecteil witli anytliii g that 
interfered less with private rig'its. The 
ground in question cannot bo worked 
without §10,000 or §.'jU,000 expenditure, 
tivery tiling that Could bu dune lias Deon 
done already to mine in tho bed of tho 
river. He bolievfd tho company would 
not interforo with any private rights. It 
would facilitate mining in other parts of 
tho river should tho eoinpany prove suc- 
cessful. Only suthcient ground on each 
side of tiie river has boon given to carry 
on tho undertaking. He had not hoard a 
single objection to the schemo in tho 
whole of the Cariboo district. Had heard 
some objections in Victoria and in tho 
House, but would siqiport the bill to tho 
utmost of his ability, and ho was- sure- it 
would bo passed by the House. 

Hon. i\lr. Walkein drew the attention 
of tho Cliairnian of the Private Bills Com- 
mittee to the fact that it was necessary to 
obtain the consent of tho Crown to the 
introduction of tho Bill. Ho stated that 
that consent w-ould bo given. Ho did not 
suppose that any objection would bo 
raised when he rejiorted tlio bill to Otta- 
wa as tho stream was for some months of 
the year only a mountain torrent ; and 
damming up the source would not inter- 
fere with tile mouth of tho rivor. A 
poisiin at the mouths might protest against 
it and prolialily his protest might bo lis- 
teiieil to ; Imt this \v,is not likely. ()nly 
small boats could got up tho rivor, so that 
navigation could not be impeded. More 
benefit wtmld accrue from tho mining 
than could ])oasil)ly accrue fl'oiii naviga- 
tiiui. lli^ wniild sii[i|i.irt the bill, and he 
h;id good reasons for doing so. The pro- 
jectors colisidoreit it Ijottcr to get a liill 
through tho House of the sort now- under 
discussion than lo obtain a grant of a 
mining lease for 20 years. The govern- 
ment saw no reasons why such a lease 
should bo withheld. It would bo neces- 
sary to add a clause to tho bill stating 
that the Act should not como into ffirco 
till a proclamation bo issued to that etl'ect. 
It was unfortunate tliat the word river 
had been used, as the Dominion govern- 
ment might imagine the river to he navi- 
gable. Had it been called a stream it 
would have been belter. He would cer- 
tainly encourage anylhing to open up tlie 
mines of the Province .-uid facilitate the 
introduction of '^aijital. 

Mr. Helgcson could not allow the bill 
to go into coinniitteo witiiout making some 
remarks upon it. It was all very well to 
open up a country but that was a difTor- 
ent "thing to closing it up. It had been 
rightly said that it was the greatest min- 
ing scheme yet inaugurated in tho (irov- 
ince. Hit there was no security for dam- 
ages, for the breaking away of bridges or 
f(Ir anything else. There was nothing to 
induce mou to go into that speculation. 
Jiliiiers wanted claims of their own. A 
largo extent of valuable mining land 
would bo looked up if the bill passed. 
No ono could say that tho speculation 
would benefit the country in tho least; 
and no country could prosper with such 
schemes. Neither did ho think the jiro- 
ject practicable. Ho feared the bridges 
holow- would bo carried away by the addi- 
tional water which would have to go down 
when it was let ofl'. New Westminster 
would be flooded out with.mich a body of 
water as would then be let out. Tho lo- 
cality had been higl^ly spokob of by the 
minister of mines and a largo num- 
ber of white men and Chinamen were 
likely to bo employed. Parties holding 
claims on the river could do nothing un- 
der such circumstances. He trusted that 
tho member for Cariboo would not allow 
such a ' fine mining district to be looked 
up. He then spoko of tho low ground at 
the mouth of tho Horse Fly crook, good 
hay land, whicji would be destroyed by 
overflow; and in conclusion hoped the 
bill would not be allowed to pass tho 
House. 

Mr. Gallagher was opposed to the prin- 
ciple of the bill. He objected to grant- 
ing BO great privileges for so small an out- 
law, -§30,000, for throe years. Chinamen 
who had claims on tho river would go 
back and this company would soil the 
ground to the Chinamen at a high Gguro, 
and tho ^30,000 would bo paid by tho 
Chinamen. There was nothing in tho bill 
to got such a grant. Ho would like to 
see a proviso that the company give oin- 
ploymont to a certain number of white 
men for so many years. 

Mr. Cowan said tho_ grant was nothing 
like what was asked for; it had been cut 
down considerably by the' cbmrnitteo on 
private bills, Mr. Helgcson spoko of the 
country as it was sorao 18 yoars ago. Ho 
believed if that goiitlonian went there now 
he would not recognize it as the samo 
place. 

.Mr. Smitho moved the adjournment of 
the debato as there were not enough copies 
of the bill in its amended form.

The Portland ( >r.w.)ui'(iii records tho 
death on Tuesday evening uf Walter 
Williiini Francis, formerly of this city 
ami ftu- four yoars past maiiagor of the 
Porlhind branch of the Hank of Ib-itisli 
Ccduml)ia. Death ensued from malignant 
scarlet fever, which resulted in bl(jod 
]ioisoning. Ho was taken sick last Thurs- 
day evening, grow ' gradually worse until 
1 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, when he 
began to sink rapidly, A few friends

Ho was a native of Bristol, England, and 
had passed his fortieth year. His only 
near relative is an unmarried sister living 
near his birthplace. Tho deceased was an 
honest, honorable man. More than that; 
he was kind and oharitoblo. Ho was a 
tliorongh business man, very attentive to 
the duties of his position, and in inorcan- 
tilo circles stood very high. -Among his 
oouiitryinen, and indeed among all within 
the radius of acquaintanceship, he was 
deservedly popular.

The young man 
managed to regain his feet and ran away, 
his assailant striking at him w-itli tho 
knife, but succeeded only in cutting tho 
coat of his intended victim. Miss Beam 
was swallowing the poison during tho 
altercation in tho yard, and a few min- 
utes after its termination she was dead.
